BOSTON (AP) - A sit-in by 


some 300 Negro students behind 
chained doors at Boston Univer* 
slty has ended with a promise 
by President Arland F. Christ* 
Janer to increase the number of 
Negro students and teachers 
and to offer a course in Afro- 
American history. 


A 12-hour demonstration in 


which the students took over the 
administration 
building was 


halted Wednesday night after 
Christ-Janer made a point*by- 
point reply promising to work 
for most of their demands. 


The 
university 
president 


agreed 
that the planned Dr. 


Martin Luther King Jr. chair of 
social ethics should be reserved 
for a Negro professor, that 10 
recently established King schol- 
arships be designated for Negro 
graduate students and that "ev- 
ery effort will be made to re- 
cruit Negro scholars at every 
professional rank." 


The demands were made by 


the university's Afro-American 
students 
society, 
known 
as 


UMOJA, a word moaning "uni- 
ty" in Swahili. 


On only one point did Christ- 


Janer express less than com- 
plete agreement. This was the 
students' 
proposal 
that the 


School of Theology building be 
named for Dr. King, a 1955 
graduate of the school. 


He did say that "every effort 


will be exerted to admit up to 
100 Negro students to the fresh- 
man class in the fall of 1968, un- 
der 
some financial aid plan 


based on need." He added that 
the university "is prepared to 
expand its enrollment at all lev- 
els for the academic year 1968- 
69 to include an additional 100 
qualified Negro students not 
needing financial assistance." 


The dean of students, Staton 


R. Curtis, said there are 14,000 
students in the university and 
900 to 1,000 faculty members. 
He said the number of Negroes 
in either group is unknown be- 
cause such information is not in- 
cluded on records.

School Case 
at Marvell 
Set May 3 


LITTLE 
ROCK (AP) - A 


hearing has been set for May 
3 on amendments filed by the 
Marvell School Board to its de- 
segregation plan to comply with 
a February 6- ruling by the U.S. ' 
Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals 
in St. Louis. 


The plan has been presented 


to U.S. District Judge Oren 
Harris of El Dorado, who said 
objections of Negro plaintiffs 
also would be considered at 
that time. 


The Circuit Court ruled that 


Marvell could continue its free- 
dom of choice desegregation 
program but ordered the dis- 
trict to step up its faculty de- 
segregation. It also called for 
revisions in sections of the plan 
dealing with bus transportation 
and notices to students to their 
right to transfer. 


The amendments to the plan 


included mandatory faculty de- 
segregation by 1970 if "volun- 
teers do not produce the degree 
of 
racial 
balance 
described 


satisfactory" 
in the amend- 


ment. 


The board also said it would 


re-evaluate bus routes after the 
freedom of choice forms were 
in to decide whether changes 
in busing were necessary to 
"serve their mission of trans- 
porting the students." 


"While the routes will not be 


manipulated in order to maxi- 
mize the amount of racial mix- 
ing in each bus, neither will 
they be designed to discourage 
desegregation," the amendment 
said. 


The third amendment said, 


"Written notices of transfer 
right will be distributed to each 
student annually on the first 
day of the choice period in 
May."
